JAPAN PARLIAMENT OPEN. 



HpCMh Wtom th« Throne Delivered by tht> 

.^li'diflo III I'croKii. 

Hiijdsiii MA, .laiian, Oct. 19.— A ees 
sion of parliami ut was held here yester' 
day. Tho speech from the throne was 
delivered by the mikado in person. His 
majesty said that he had dedded to 
convene on estraordinaay seasion, and 
had given direotiona to his ministers to 
submit for the deliberation of the diet 
a bill providing for increastui ezpendi- 
tuxes of the army and navy. 

He declared that he w»s greatly 
pained that China should have forgotten 
h«r duties in regard to the maintenance 
31 poaoe in the east in oon jnnction with 
Japan. "She having brought about the 
present state of affairs, however," pro- 
ceeded the mikado, aud "hostilities hav- 
ing been commenced we will not stop 
pntU wo shitU hATo attained oar ob- 
jects." 

In conclusion his majesty cxpres-sod 
the liopo that all his subjects in the 
empire would co-ot)erate with tho gov- 
ernment in order to i)romote the restor- 
ation of peace by means of u gxeok tri- 
umph for the Japanese arms. 

China WUI Prolonc tho War. 

LoNDOir, Oct. !».— The correspondent 
of The Times at Tien-Tsin says that 
China desires peace, because, thougn 
aware of her immense rosorveu ol 
strength, she would willingly avoid tho 
sacrifices, risks and expenses of bring- 
ing them into action. She will, how- 
ever, face a long war resolutely and 
will rally such forces as will render a 
Japanese conquest impossible, though 
tho effort may exhanst b oth sides.

They 
will have tiieir first rote on a general 
state election in Novembor next, and it 
is ropreseuted they ore erinoing an in 
terest in politics which had not been 
supposed, probably, beforo the right of 
sudrage was conferred. All of the 
three parties, the Republican, Demo- 
cratic and Populist, have tickets in the 
field, and there are fomalooondidotsoou 
each ')f them. 

Furthermore, the ladies, besides co 
operating with the men on the state, 
county, ward and precinct coniniitteiis, 
hav • iiu'e'pondent clubs and other party 
organizations of their own at which 
Lliey discuss gtnieral politicid questions, 
Ctuivass i)art.v prospects and do all they 
can. to iiiitiil mto the minds of the mem- 
bers of til' ir se.x the necessity of a full 
jiai ty Vote and of creating an ante-elec- 
tion enthusiasm which will insure this 
result. They also hold public meetings 
which, though conducted, so far as the 
niiichinery is concerned, by the women, 
are addressed by speakers of both sexes, 
ileetings of this chariu'ter have been 
held in the principal halls aud theaters 
in Denver and other cities, aud the 
audiences wore oo m possd laigolj of 
women. 

All accounts represent that the women 
are taking quite as much interest in the 
campaign a. tho men, and the indica- 
tions are that the female vote of the 
state will be almost equal to the female 
population. The state of affairs is due 
largely to the bitter feeling which ex- 
ists l)etween the Republican and Popu- 
list parties. The Republicans predomi- 
nate in the cities while the Popalists 
have their greatest strengUi in the min- 
ing districts. As there are proportion- 
ately more women in the cities than in 
the mining oamps, the BepabUoons ex- 
pect to gain an odTantago tnm tiie 
femolo Toto.

He saj-s he was kidnaped the night of 
Sejit. i, by two negroes and driven all 
night to the house of some colored j eo- 
ple, where he was kept in conhiu ineht 
one week, and then taken to "iome city 
unknown to him and tamed over to two 
white men. 

After this he was c.arfed around bv 
night aud confined in buud.Tigs by day, 
always under guard. His captors always 
wore nia.sks. .md lie Would be unable to 
recognize them. He was released 'lues- 
day night and w:ilk<-il until he reached 
a house w li he I'ouiid was a few miles 
fnan (.'incmnati. ile jjiiwned his wiitcli 
there for inoinsy with which to get 
home. He left Ciuciunati yestenlay 
morning. 

His captors changed his eloth.'s and 
shaved oil' his moustache. He was told 
it was iiecessiu-y for him to remain out 
side of Michigan for some time, but w as 
given no re;i.soii. Until within the last 
10 (lays he was confined part of the tii;io 
iu woods and ravines. The night of his 
capture he was sandbagged, or at least 
rendered unconscious by some such 
nu^:iis. He knows nothing of v/hat 
as iiapiieued dimng the last six weeks. 
He telegr aphed here yesterday to hi 
wife that he would be home last night, 
but she had removed to Manchester 
three weeks ago. He is in a perfectly 
ratioiirtl condition and tells his story 
with a groat degree of consciousness. 
When he reached his home ho found it 
occupied by another family. He has 
no clew to the p*irpetrators and is un- 
able to account for his abduction, unless 
it is because he would have been an im- 
portant witness for the prosecution in 
the trial of Dr. Anderson at Traverse 
City, who has been aoqnitted of the 
chwgo of obortioo.

CoLUMBim, O., Oct. 1!).— Jasper Dol- 
by, the negro sentenced at Washington 
C. H. to 90 yean' imprisonment for o 
criminal assault on a most estimable 
white woman, an old lady, has been 
landed in the ix'uitentiary. He was es- 
corted here by Sherilf Cook and Deputy 
Busick, accompanied on the train by 
the Columbus cominmies of the Ohio 
national guard. 

The arrival of the Cincinnati troops 
at Washington C. H. seemed tlie signal 
for a suspen '.on or rather a discoutin- 
uaiico of hostilities, for from the time 
of their arrival no noteworthy hostile 
move was made. 

Airaugenieuts h:»d been made for re- 
moving the prisoner as soon as the 
troops arrived. The colored fieud, Wil- 
liam Jasper, aliiis Dolby, was taken 
from the jail under escort of the troops 
aufl conveyed to the depot, where a 
Baltimore aud Ohio train was in wait- 
ing to carry him to Columbus, where 
be will spend the next 20 years of his 
life. 

The crowd followed the troops, but no 
move was made to rescue or in any way 
injure the prisoner. Tho train pidled 
ont at 4:10 a. m., having on board Jas- 
per, alias Dolby, in charge of BherUT 
Cook of this county. The Second bat- 
talion of the Fourteenth infantry, in 
oommand of Major Holmes, acted as 
anard. 

nothing of interest occtured en route 
here. The prisoner was taken from the 
train at Dennison avenue, not coming 
Into the Union station, and walkod to 
the prison, one wall of which is on the 
avenne.

Philadelphia, Oct. 19.— Base bull men 
representing liz citiei quietly gatliered 
together in a room in th« O^onnade 
hotel, this eltj, »t noon yettflcdaj. and 
after tiz honra' deliberation and dlscnH 
■ion Vttaik R. Riclitor, editor of a sixirt 
Ing paper, wlio ut tod us spokcsnmu for 
the party, auiiouuci'd the loriiiation of 
the AniericuLi Associatiou of Base Ball 
Clnbs with a circuit made up thus far of 
Philadelphia, New York. Brooklyn and 
Washington in the east, and Chioago, 
Pittsburg and Mil\vaukof> in the west. 
The eiKhth club is to l>e located iu St. 
Louis. Detroit, Columbus or Buffalo, 
with chanctiii fuvoriug the latter. 

The meeting waa composed of the 
following gentlemen: William Bamie, 
representing Brooklyn oapitaUita, gen- 
erally uuderst(jod to bo the owuers of 
Ambrose park; W. B. Becaunon, repre 
eenting New York parties, rumored to 
control the Polo grouuda, the lease for 
which has been heretofore held by the 
Natioual League team of this citv; F. 
C. Richter and W. Karnes of Phil'a(M- 
phia, who, it is 8aid, hop« to secure the 
old grounds used by the famous Athletic 
club of the ouce powerful American 
ARSfU'iation ; Walter Hewitt and M. E. 
Scanlau of VVashingtou, well known iu 
connection with base ball at the uatiou- 
al capital a few years ago; A. C Buck- 
enbnrger, a ba.se ball manager of na- 
tional celebrity, and A. L. L< roy, repre- 
senting Pittsburg and Fred Ptelfi r, the 
head of the nSw organization in (Chica- 
go. H. D. t^uinu of Milwaukee was 
reproseutud by proxy, but he is expect- 
ed here. 

The would-be magnates were con- 
fronted upon their arrival in the city by 
the anuouucement that Al Johusou, 
the wealthy Cleveland capitalist, who 
had been looked upon as the backer of 
the new organization, had withdrawn 
his financial support aud decided to have 
nothing to do with base boll hereafter. 
Not the least cast down, however, by 
this nnoxpected move, the delegates 
organized at noon by choofdng Mr. 
Richter as temporary cha^^an, Mr. 
Hewitt acting as temporary secretary. 

It was decided to or^nlae a now 
American association, with a circnit 
comprised of the cities represented, all 
the delegates having shown financial 
backing satisfactory to the convention. 
Applications for membership were re- 
ceived from Buffalo, Detroit, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, Providence and Ck>lnmbus. 
These were referred to a committee, 
pending the arriral on Friday of a dele- 
gate frun Bnffala Ik was decided to 
name the new organisation the Ameri- 
can Association of Base Ball CSnbs. 

The constitution reported by a com* 
mittee, composed of Messrs. Karnes, 
Bamie and ticanlan, was then adopted. 
This constitution limits the member- 
ship to eight cities, fixes the life of the 
association at 10 years, defines the 
duties of the president, secretary and 
board of directors, regulates the con- 
tract and control of players, and pre- 
scribes rules for the championship. 

The gate receipts are to be divided 
equally, after the payment of 10 per 
cent into tlie ^,'enerul fund, which must 
be maintained at $'i5,000. Each club is 
to be permitted to regulate the matter 
of free admissions according to its own 
judgment. The regular admission was
